. The Scottish Show. 


The Scottish Motor Show, notwithstanding 
the difficulties created by the railway strike, 
is proving a success. Some 450 cars and 
nearly 250 motor cycles are on view in the 
Kelvin Hall, Glasgow. These figures indicate 
the importance which the show has attained 
during the last 22 years. Indeed, it may be 
said that the Scottish Exhibition ranks next 
to that which the Society of Motor Manu- 
facturers and Traders hold at Olympia, In 
character it is more international than any 
show on the Continent or in the United 
States. 

Scottish agents cater for a shrewd and 
thrifty public that demands a wide range 
of:cars from which to choose. The merits of 
the home-built car and the English-built car 
are recognised and appreciated in Scotland, 
but the discriminating Scot, who likes value 
for his money, demands that the best which 
the foreign manufacturers can produce shall 
be at the show for his inspection, The 
agents see to it that the demand is met. 
There is no room at the Kelvin Hall for the 
‘‘ dud stuff’ that occupies some of the space 
at Olympia. Consequently the ,exhibits are 
restricted to cars that can be recommended 
with confidence to give good service. 


An Irish Show? 


It seems curious that Scotland, A smaller 
country than ours, has a show of such im- 
portance, while there is none in Ireland. ‘lhe 
anomaly seems all the greater when it is 
remembered that London can be reached more 
easily from Edinburgh and Glasgow than from 
Dublin, Belfast and Cork. 

In. recent. yéars a motor exhibition in 
Dubiin would have been a fai-uca owing to 
the unsettled state of the country. But now 
we are at peace, and all our thoughts and 
energies are turned to work of reconstructing 
our trade and prosperity. Is it too much

T is a queec sort of ramble from a little 
| lady with powdered hair, perched high on 
a delightful n (apple. green) china 
powder bowl, to that very géntle gentleman, 
‘guide, philosopher and friend’’—Montaigne.

Year’s morning and saw ber all fragrant and 
sweet and dainty, with never a trace of 
fatigue, from her journey from the Rue des 
Italiens, somehow, by one of those flights of 
fancy on which our thoughts so often embark 
with only a momert’s warning, I found 
myself saying ‘‘Bon jour, Madame, ’”’ to her

M.P.F.O. writes :— 

HE denunciation of the long skirt by 

I . M.B.P.,” published in your issue of 

January 24th, I think calls for at. least 
one protest, from a, woman. 

Lgreatly admire the long skirt and deplored 
the late fashion of unlovely limbs and “ petti- 
coat ’’ dresses (which women, old and young, 
wore to their detriment). They were not only 
ungraceful, but vulgar in the extreme. One 
of a woman's duties is to look her best on 
every occasion, and, to my mind, no woman 
has ever looked her best in short skirts or 
flat-heeled shoes. Then, again, “M.B.P.”

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THE STAIRCASE.

in good condition must necessarily de- 
pend largely on the amount of use to 
which the staircase is put, and also to the 
way in which it is furnished, — 

A front staircase in continuous use will 
require daily care and should not be left_un- 
attended. If the covering is a carpet, this 
should be brushed with a stiff brush or, better 
still, cleaned with the hose attachment and 
brush of the vacuum cleaner. If the painted 
surrounds are white, they can be kept in 

condition if rubbed with a little good 
urniture cream. This gives a dirt-resisting 
lish which makes the work easier. 

From a labour-saving aspect the usual brass 
rods are not to be encouraged, since they need 
frequent cleaning to keep them in good condi- 
tion. There are now various wooden and 
stainless metal rods to be had which look very 
attractive and do not require cleaning. 

Where there is much traffic the stair carpet 
is liable to get quickly worn. Its life can, 
however, be greatly prolonged if the carpet is 
moved frequently. It is only necessary to pull 
the carpet an inch or two either up or down 
to make sure thee the tread wil] not come 
twice in the same place. i 

The wear on the carpet will also be con. 
siderably lessened if a pad of felt or news. 
paper is tacked across the front angle of each 
stair before the carpet is laid. It is often the 
hard wood under the carpets that causes the 
wear quite as much as the treading of feet on 
the surface. : 

One of the newest floor and stair coverings 
is made from paper pulp, which is twisted 
into a varn and thén woven into matting. 
This is extremely hard-wearing material and 
can easily be kept clean with a brush or a 
vacuum cleaner. 

Paper carpets can be obtained in beautiful 
shades and patterns, and, as the materia! is 
rendered water-proof by a chemical process, it 
can be washed when necessary.

HOME-MADE RUSKS FOR SERVING 
WITH CHEESE, 

Rub four ounces of butter into one 
pound flour, then add two large teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder and a little salt. 
Mix the ingredients into a smooth dough 
with a beaten egg and a little milk. 
Roll out the dough, cut it into small, flat 
cakes, and bake in a quick oven. 


SHORTBREAD. 

Take three-quarter pound flour, half 
pound sugar, half pound butter, and 
quarter pound rice flour. 

Cream the butter, sift in gradually the 
flour, sugar and rice flour, knead the 
paste on a baking board or marble slab 
until it is smooth, and divide into four 
pieces. Make into round cakes, using a 
shortbread mould, if obtainable. If not, 
pinch the edges of the cakes with the 
fingers, and mark with a blunt knife. 
Prick the centres of the cakes with a 
fork or skewer. Place on paper onya 
baking tin, and ‘bake in a moderate oven 
for 25-30 minutes, or until the short- 
bread ta a nice brown colour 


BELGIAN BISCUITS. 

Take half pound flour, quarter pound 
margarine, three ounces sugar, one eqy, 
and two large teaspoonfuls mixed spice. 

Rub the margarine into the flour, add 
the sugar and mized spice. Miz well. 
and add the egg (heaten). Knead to a 
smooth paste, make into biscuits, and 
bake in a moderate oven for a quarter 
of an hour. When cold, put two together 
with jelly, and ice with water icing. 


ICING FOR BELGIAN BISCUITS. 

Take quarter pound icing sugar, one 
tablespoonful (small) boiling water, and a 
few drops of flavouring. Ice the biscuits 
_and sprinkle with pink augar (made by 
rubbing a little sugar with a drop of 
carmine on a plate). 


SULTANA LOAF. 

Take quarter pound sugar, quarter 
oe butter, quarter pound sultanas, 

alf pound flour, two ounces lemon peel, 
three . eggs,’ one teadpoonful baking 
powder, 

Mix eggs, butter, and sugar to a cream. 
Lastly add sultanas, flour, lemon peel, 
and baking powder. Beat the whole for 
ten minutes to a stiff paste. Pour into a 
greased tin, and bake in a moderate oven 
for one hour,

THE DRINK TRAFFIC, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—l find it hard to follow—or, perhaps 
I should say, to swallow—the arguments of 
‘* Anti-Socialist,’’ whose letter under the 
above heading appears in your issue of the 
25th inst. His grievance is the high retail 

rices that are now being charged in Dublin 
or stout, porter and beer. That I can under- 
stand, His suggestion is that, as the Dublin 
publican is past praying for in the matter 
of reducing his charges for drink, the Govern- 
ment should (as “ the only means of bringing 
him to his senses’’) issue in the Dublin 
Metropolitan Area “200 temporary licences 
for the sale of stout, porter and beer only.” 
Yhese licences would issued to some per- 
sons who would only require ‘“‘ reasonable 
profite,” and thus, incidentally, enable their 
clients to get their “‘refreshments”’ at pro- 
portionately reduced prices. I daresay it is 
quite true that, if his suggestion were 
adopted, porter could be had in Dublin for 
about 5d. a glass instead of 8d., which I 
understand is the usual price at the present 
time. 

He naively adds, however :—'' That such 
an extension of Jicenóea would be an induce- 
ment to drink and drunkenness is not the 
case, as it would have just the very opposite 
effect.” That I cannot understand, and I 
must be pardoned for taking the contrary 
view. If the licences were extended in the 
way your correspondent suggests, and the 
price of drinks substantially reduced, it 
seems perfectly obvious that a great dea] more 
drink would be sold in consequence. I cannot 
but admire the hardihood of the suggestion 
that a substantial reduction in the price of 
porter, instead of providing an inducement 
to drink, would “ have just the very opposite 
effect.” In support of this strange conten- 
tion ** Anti-Socialist ' suggests that there is 
much less drunkenness on the Continent, 
where wine and beer can be purchased in 
all sorts of places, than in America. He 
says that “in the United States of America, 
where prohibition is in force, the number of 
arrests for drunkenness is increasing rapidly 
each month.” Even if it were a fact that 
there was less drunkenness on the Continent 
than in the United States of America (which 
is not the case), this would scarcely prove 
that the cheapening of porter in Dublin 
would lessen the amount of drinking and inci- 
dentally of drunkennéss, | 

It is not true, however, that prohibition in 
a has resulted in the increase of 
drunkenness, or of arrests for drunkenness. 
Let me quote from the “ Alliance Year 
Book ” for 1924, edited by Mr. George B. 
Wilson. He gives certain questions about 
American prohibition, with answers, which, 
as a footnote explains, have been settled by 
the Legal Department of the Anti-Saloon 
League. On page 161 the question is asked; 
"What has been the effect of prohibition on 
the amount of drunkenness?’’ The answer 
given is: ‘‘Drankenness arrests have de- 
creased on an average of 50 ~~ cent. 
throughout the country, in spite of the fact 
that in former wet years only drunken per- 
sons who were nuisances were arrested, while 
arrests to-day indicate the total amount of 
public drunkenness,’”’ etc. 

On one point “ Anti-Socialist’’ and I are 
agreed. We both condemn the drink traffic. 

e does so because, owing to their high 
charges, the publicans make drink less acces- 
sible to the general public than he would like. 
I do so for the somewhat different reason 
that I believe the sale of liquor does an 
infinity of harm. Might I suggest a rival 
plan for “bringing .the publican to his 
senses’’? Let “ Anti-Socialist’’ and his 
numerous sympathisers become dry (in the 
American, not the thirsty, sense), as many of 
us have done. Then the publican may, if he 
likes, ask eight guineas a miasa for his “ re- 
freshments,’’ for ought any of us will care. 

The Irish Times had an excellent leadin 
article recently deploring the increase o 
drunkenness in Ireland. yt pointed out that, 
owing to the unsettled state of the country 
for some time back, the enforcemént of the 
liquor laws had become dangerously ‘slack. 
So far as I can see, the one hopeful element 
in the situation down to this has been the 
fact that stiff prices have been chargéd for 
drinks. To remove this safeguard would give 
ground for serious apprehension; so I hope 
that the authorities will resist the blandish- 
ments of “ Anti-Socialist.” They can 
scarcely doubt that the more the price of 
intoxicants is reduced, the greater will becéme 
the temptation to over-indulge in them.— 
Yours, etc., ‘* Rerorm.”’

»  Ireland’s Foreign Trade. 

The problem of the Free State's trade 
relations with foreign countries has been 
the cause of great public interest for some 
time, and a minor “sensation ” followed 
yesterday’s announcement of a German 
“plot” to introduce foreign goods into 
Great Britain under the guise of Irish 
| manufactures. In one sense, at least, 
this matter is important, since it raises 
the whole question of the Free State's 
external trade. There has been a 
great deal of talk about this sub- 
ject during recent months. The, admir- 
able report of the Fiscal Commission has 
been assailed without mercy in Dail 
Eireann. Everybody is discussing the 
merits and demerits of protective tariffs ; 
and for the first time, perhaps, in 
centuries, the average Irishman is begin- 
ning to take a real interest in economics. 
Apart from the controversies of the 
moment, this change is an excellent thing. 
It is well that our business men and 
workers should shake off the provincialism 
which has been holding them back for 
a long time, and should realise the inter- 
dependence of the Free State and all its 
commercial and. industrial competitors. 
Discussion of the tariff problem will tend 
to correct the perspective of many other- 
wise excellent men of affairs whom the 
comfortable proximity of the great British 
market has robbed of that sense of com- 
mercial responsibility which can be gained 
only through a hard fight against the 
keenest competition. 

Since the birth of the Free State there 
has been a sharp reaction against the 
traditional policy of ‘‘leaving it to Eng- 
land,” and, as happens in the case of 
most reactions, the process is beginning to 
go too far. We hear a great deal about 
the Free State’s trade with Germany, with 
Italy, with this country and with that, 
and the Government has established 
costly consulates in various European 
capitals. Ultimately, however, the Free 
State ‘has only one market in which 
to sell her produce; and that market 
is in Great Britain. The others do 
We may buy a few thousand 
pounds’ worth of German pianos, 
French wines or American motor cars, 
but, in order to pay for them, we must 
sell our cattle, butter and eggs to the 
people of industrial England. The Free 
State is, and must remain, an agri- 
culfúral ¢ommutity. “Manufacturés may— 
and we hope that they will—spring up, 
but, in the nature of things, they are 
bound to be small industries deriving their 
support from the land and its products. 
Some day when the population of the Free 
State is fifteen. or twenty millions the 
question of big industries may arise. In 
the meanwhile, however, most of the talk 
about turning Dublin into another Shef- 
field and Limerick into a Solingen is

The Committee recommends that the 
university nomination system shall be 
extended to the Dominions, including 
Treland. It suggests also that courses 
at the Military Colleges shall be revised 
and eurtailed to eighteen months, and 
that they shall not begin until candidates 
have reached the age of eighteen.

A too hasty process 
of reform might be more harmful than 
helpful. 


Australian Meat. 


The movement to-develop a dressed meat 
industry in the Free State lends interest 
to the struggle that is now being waged 
between Australia and America, North an 
South. The Sydney Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph tells us how the situation 
is faced in the Australian Commonwealth. 
Although new markets, notably in the Far 
East, are sought, Australia’s chief aim is 
the capture of trade in England. ~ Dis- 
appointed by the result of the British 
election, which has killed their’ hopes 
of Imperial preference, the Australian 
graziers have been thrown back upon 
their own efforts, Two principles pre- 
dominate in their policy—organisation and 
advertisement, Nearly two years ago an 
Australian Meat Council was formed to 
co-ordinate the labours of individual pro- 
ducers and to protect their common 
interests. The control .of the Council is 
in the hands of the producers, and all 
the States engaged in the export trade 
are represented; but Ameri¢an com- 
petition precludes any fear of in- 
flation in. prices. As a temporary 
measure, the Commonwealth Government 
has renewed the subsidy of one farthing 
per pound on exported beef and has ad- 
vanced a sum of £50,000, pending the 
completion of a levy which producers in 
Australia are raising by voluntary con- 
tributions. - A vigorous campaign of 
propaganda is projected, including an 
attractive display at the British Empire 
Exhibition. The Council has succeeded in 
reducing freights, handling charges and 
other incidental expenses. Its work is 
receiving enthusiastic support and, in 
spite of many difficulties, the campaign 
holds bright prospects of success.

Once again the suggestion is made in 
connection with the railway strike that the 
railways are run by a gang of capitalists, 
and this has -induced a writer in the 
Evening Standard to turn up the last 
official figures, published in 1921. These 
show that there were then over 4 million 
individual holders of British railway stock. 
The total number of railway workers in 
the country is under three-quarters. of a 
million. Thus the workers are exceeded 
by shareholders to the number of a quarter 
of a million or more. 


A Socialist Plan. 


The £200,000,000 loan for the purpose 
of combating unemployment is reduced to- 
day to £50,000,000, and I should advise my 
readers to be chary of assuming that even 
the smaller amount will be actually 
sought. Before recommending it the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer—Mr. Snowden 
—naturally would consult his financial 
advisers as to the probable effect of such 
a large demand upon the money market. 
They might be obliged to tell him that, 
while fifty millions could be raised with 
out much difficulty, the result would be 
an increase in the current rate of interest 
which would oblige the Government to pa, 
more for its weekly borrowings. It might 
also deplete the market of capital now 
being used for other productive projects, 
and thus make no real addition to tho 
funds available for providing employment. 


Houses. 


Much the same doubts assail me when 
I read the remarks of the new Minister of 
Health about speeding-up the hem of 
houses. No doubt, some of the delay is 


due to the excessive rate of profit de- 
manded by the purveyors of building 
material as by other merchants. 


But, as 
one who for his sins has been. com- 
elled to have heavy repairs done to his 
Lome recently, I am confident that the 
main factor in the delay is the high price 
and the small production of labour. 


Either the building trade unions must do 


more for their money or take less money 
for their work. That is an aspect of the 


question that Mr. Wheatley appears to 
have ignored in his speech, but which he 


will have to think about very seriously if 
he medns to improve upon the results 
achieved by his Conservative predecessor. 


The Macdonald Interview. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s interview with 
Le Quotidien, the Paris newspaper, has 
been given considerable prominence as an 
interview with the British Prime Minister, 
but, as a matter of fact, it was given by 
Mr. Macdonald before he became Prime 
Minister-designate. In holding it back 
the editor of the French newspaper has 
proved himself to be very astute, parti- 
cularly as the views set forth’ are acknow- 
ledged by the Prime Minister to be the 
British point of view as set forth by him- 
self. The interview has helped to clear 
the politica] air, and may, perhaps, take 
the place of an undesirable thunderstorm, 
but it is evident that there are to be con- 
siderable developments in European rela- 
tions before long. M. Poincaré once more 
has falsified the prophecy that he would 
fall from power, and he now seems safe 
until the general election. Conversations 
with the Belgian Foreign Minister and 
between the Prime Minister and the Bel- 
gian Ambassador in London, with some 
intervention by Mr. Massingham in 
Brussels, seem to suggest that somethin 
is about to happen. It is quite possibis 
that there will be another conference 
between the representatives of this 
country, France and Belgium as a preli- 
minary to a better understanding.

This 
journa) never has been infected with the 
mania for publicity in all seasons and at 
any cost. Governments sometimes serve 
the public interest most truly by 
keeping secrets, and the maxim that “ the 
many-headed beast should know ” can be 
honoured more wisely in the breach than 
in the observance, In this “ broadcasting ”’ 
business, however, any suppression of facts 
would be a blunder that might have far- 
reaching and lasting results. As to those 
facts, we assume nothing because we know 
nothing. The Postmaster-General pre- 
pared and published a scheme for the 
control of “broadcasting” in the Free 
State. The Dail appointed a Committee 
of inquiry into the merits of the scheme, 
and since that Committee began to sit all 
sorts of rumours have been floating about 
Dublin. ‘Some of these rumours whisper 
of ‘startling revelations” made before 
tha Committee, and hint that attempts 
have been made to use public influence 
for purposes of private gain. -The 
rumours may be false or true, We are 
anxious to believe them false; but, even 
on that assumption, it is enormously im- 
portant that they shall be discredited. 
The Free State has made an excellent 
start, and its Government has won already 
a high reputation for straight dealing 
with British Ministers and with native 
minorities. That reputation is one of the 
Government’s most precious assets. It 
would be impaired grievously if any_cir- 
cumstance should allow any friend or 
enemy to fear or hope that the Govern- 
ment could connive at the suppression of 
anything in the nature of a public scandal. 
At this moment a financial scandal is 
shaking the United States Government to 
its foundations ; and, apart from questions 
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consequently. would increase the demand 
for it in British homes. Then we should 
not need to care about our exports of 
blackthorn sticks to Jugo-Slavia or any 
of the other bagatelles of international 
trade which sound so well and mean s0 
little. The greatest market in the world 
lies at our doorstep; yet we continue to 
treat it with a sort of proprietary con- 
tempt. We waste our money in trying to 
cajole other countries to trade with us, 
whereas all they want is to use the Free 
State as a convenient “dumping ” ground 
for the goods which they are unable to 
sell to England. The report of the recent 
Fiscal Commission proved that some Irish- 
men, at any rate, are determined to face 
facts, and, if its example were followed by 
all those engaged: in the trade of the 
country, prosperity would not be long in 
coming. We have no objection to trade 
with Germany, France or any other 
country on the face of the globe, but we 
do think that the substance of our staple 
business with Britain ought to be our 
nearest and dearest concern. 


The Training of Officers. 


The report of Viscount Haldane’s Com- 
mittee on the system by which. officers 
are admitted to combatant branches of the 
British Army is published to-day. During 
recent years the opinion has been ex- 
p-ossed in some quarters that the naval 
method ought to be adopted, and that 
cadets should begin their training at a 
much earlier age. This view is rejected 
by Lord Haldane’s. Committee, which, 
indeed, favours an extension of the age 
limit for entrance to the Army, as 
tending towards greater efficiency and a 
reduction of expense.

FINE ACHIEVEMENT BY DR, 
LARCHET'S ORCHESTRA. 


Yesterday afternoon at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, the recital for the Royal Dublin 
Society was in many aspects the most note- 
worthy of the series. It marked the revival 
of serious orchestral music with us, in that 
it was by a Dublin orchestra, under a Dublin 
musician——Dr. J. F. Larchet. 

The beauty’ and finish of the “ readings”’ 
are the happiest augury that music, at least, 
is to have due place in the general recon- 
struction now taking place; and the life and 
spontaneity of these were only made possibR 
by the fact that the orchestra contained so 
much of our best talent. Not since the days 
of the Dublin Orchestral Society under Dr. 
Espositi and the eclectic Woodbrook concerts 
have we had a Dublin combination quite so 
artistically satisfying.

A MIDNIGHT 
CONFERENCE. 
THREAT TO STOP 
THE TUBES. 

A MIDNIGHT conference was held in 


London with the object of settling 
the railway strike. The meeting 

was still in progress when we went to 
press this morning. i 

After a day of suspense, during which 
it was plainly evident that Mr. Bromley, 
the Secretary of the Associated Society of

The temperature dropped to 20 degrees 
below Zero centigrade during an unprece- 
dentedly furious blizzard which swept Mace- 
donia yesterday. The section of the Simplon 
express for Athens was snowed up between 
Salonica and Larissa. Wireless appeals for 
immediate assistance were sent off from the 
train, British passengers aboard declaring 
that there was immediate danger from freez- 
ing. 

At Salonica alone it is reported nearly a 
hundred Turks, ready for repatriation in the 
refuge camp, were frozen to death, and an 
additional large number ig in danger of 
similar disaster. These Turks were amongst 
the first of the four hundred thousand being 
sent back to Turkey from Macedonia under 
the Lausanne Treaty.

EXPLOSION IN A

FIFTEEN PERSONS KILLED IN 


AMERICA. 


PAWTUCKET, THOFE’S ISLAND, 
Monday. 

An explosion of gas, which set fire to a 
lodging house early this morning, resulted in 
a number of deaths. Seven bodies have been 
recevered up to the present, but many more 
persons are missing. 

The wife of one of the tenants, finding 
the house full of gas, took a lighted lamp to 
search for the cause of it.

Most of the occupants of 
the house were in bed and asleep at the 
time. 

A later report states :—It is now believed 
that the gas explosion at a lodging house 
this morning, which resulted in a number of 
deaths, was due to the explosion of some 
dynamite, which had been stored in the cellar 
by one of the lodgers, a woodcutter.

Much interest was aroused in commercial 
circles in Dublin yesterday by the publica- 
tion of a circular which purported to show 
how German goods could be imported into 
Great Britain through the Irish Free State. 
without the payment of certain duties. 

In a statement which he sent to us last 
night, Herr von Dehn, the German Consul- 
General in Dublin, says that “the contents 
of the circular are entirely incorrect.” He 
makes it clear that he never authorised 
the use of his name in connection with the 
circular. 


THE CIRCULAR. 


“ STRICTLY CONFIDENTIAL,” 


The circular, marked ‘‘Strictiy confidential,”’ 
was sent to many firms in Germany. A trans- 
lation of it appeared in yesterday 's Daily 
Mail. It informed German traders that 
‘* since the order of November 15, 1923, stat- 
ing that English Customs receipts will no 
longer be reimbursed by the German Govern- 
ment, the greater part of our export trade to 
England has been discontinued.’ 

A possibility exists, the circular says, of 
sustaining a certain portion of exports to 
Ergland by directing exports to England over 
Ireland. It is pointed out that “since Ire- 
land’s separation from CEngland’’ goods 
imported into Ireland have not been liable 
to the 26 per cent. reparations levy, and 
that if goods become temporarily the property 
of an Irish firm the payment of duty might 
be avoided. 

The circular indicates the duties which, it 
says, may be avoided—namely, 334 per cent. 
levied unde: the British Key Industries Act, 
354 per cent. anti-dumping duties levied 
under certain sections of the Protection of 
Industries Act, and 334 preference duties 
under the luxury tax. 


BETTER THAN HOLLAND. 


For these reasons, it is suggested, the re- 
direction of German goods over Ireland would 
be more favourable than by way of a neutral 
country like Holland. 

The circular points out that virtually no 
export firms exist in Ireland. To meet this 
shortcoming it was found necessary ‘‘ to 
found a special company to deal with the 
export of German goods to England,”’ and the 
name of a company trading in Dublin is 
mentioned, with the wheah ** Reference 
through the German Consul-General in 
Dublin.”’ 

Herr G. von Dehn, German Consul-General 
in Dublin, writes to us as follows regarding 
the circular :— 

““The contents of the circular mentioned 
are entirely incorrect. It is not correct that 
the payment of duty for German goods may 
be avoided inasmuch as the goods are allowed 
to remain in bond: 

“ (1) Should the goods then be exported to 
England it is not possible to avoid the 26 per 
cent, reparation levy. 

“ (2). With regard to non-payment of 33) 


these goods from the Dominions to England 
is only free of duty if the goods have been 
consigned from and grown, produced or manu- 
factured in the British Empire. 

"' (3). Regarding the non-payment of the 
534 per cent. duties—anti-dumping—levied on 
certain German goods in accordance with Parts 
I. and IL. of the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act, 1921, it is stated that the country where 
the goods are manufactured, and not the 
country where the goods are exported, is 
liable to duty, unless it is proved to the satis- 
faction of the Commissioners that 25 per cent. 
or more of the value of the goods at the time 
of export to the United Kingdom is attribat- 
able to process of manufacture undergone 
since the goods last left any country in rela- 
tion to which such an order has been made. 

“If the Circular refers to the Consulate- 
General as a reference, I beg to state that the 
Consulate-General has never had anything to 
do with the matter referred to in the article, 
and has never given permission to anyone to 
use its name as a reference.”’ 


DIFFICULTIES, 


A gentleman, who has a close acquaintance 
with Irish industries, expressed to an Jrish 
Times representative his grave doubts as to 
whether a trade such as that outlined could 
be carried out. 

Admittedly, he said, the reparations tax is 
no longer payable here, presumably because 
the Free State gets nothing out of it, but it 
is not so clear that all the other advantages 
claimed could be secured. There are such 
things, for instance, as the Merchandise 
Marks Acts and the requirement that the 
country of origin of al] goods should be cor- 
rectly stated. 

The whole question of re-export of imported 
goods, in the opinion of this authority, would 
have to be considered. 

In his opinion, everything would depend on 
the attitude of the British Government to- 
wards the passage of suclf goods into their 
country.

‘THE PROTECTION OF HOME 


INDUSTRIES, 


Miss E. N. Somers, Secretary of the Dublin 
Industrial Development Association (Incor- 
porated), in an interview on the subject with 
an Irish Times reporter, said that it was not 
a trading body, and they had no knowledge 
of any such scheme, n fact, if any such 
act as the selling of German or other Far 
goods as Irish were attempted, that Associa- 
tion would be foremost in showing it up, and 
would deal very severely with it. 

The primary objects of her Association 
were to encourage the manufacture of goods 
in Ireland; to answer inquiries as to the 
source of supply of Irish goods put by traders 
and foreign correspondents, and the putting 
them into touch with Irish manufacturers. 

They had, during the past two years, 
opened a permanent exhibition of Irish goods 
in Dublin, and it had been visited extensively 
by all classes of people from different parts 
of Ireland and from foreign countries. In 
addition, the Association endeavoured to 
supply technical information of new manufac- 
turing processes to Irish manufacturers. They 
also endeavoured to find new foreign markets 
for Irish goods. 

To suggest, then, t’at the Association would 
be a party to the selling of foreign goods as 
Trish was ridiculous. The Association was 
largely a manufacturing one, but it was open 
to anyone interested in the production or 
sale of Irish goods to become a member. 

Ireland, Miss Somers said, should be pro- 
ducing eighgg per cent. of the goods which 
are now imported. ey saw no objection to 
German or any other goods being imported 
for re-export as what they were. but they did 
strongly object to any foreign goods being 
gold as Irish.

REMARKABLE SCENES.

MOSCOW, Monday. 

Throughout last night and to-day, notwith- 
standing a thermometer which registered over 
60 degrees of frost, peasants from distant 
parte of Russia, including Siberia, arriving 
too late for the actual funeral; continued to 
file past the vault in the Red square, where 
Lenin's body was buried yesterday. 

A party of. convicts took part in yester 
day’s procession. After leaving a request 
with the janitors of the mausoleum that 
special care should be taken of their wreath— 
the inscription on which was to the effect 
that they asked ‘‘ Father Ilitch to forgive 
them all frauds and robberies they. had per- 
petrated on the r’’—they marched back 
to gaol, singing. the ‘‘ /nternationale.’’ 

Political prisoners, who also marched in 
the procession, are to-day once more under 
lock and key. Lenin dead, one fancies, is 
likely to have a more potent influence on the 
peasants than Lenin living. Already a ten- 
dency to canonise him as a rival to the 
saints of the Orthodox calendar is dis- 
cernible. In many humble homes his por- 
traits now take a place of honour among the 
traditional ikons. 

Hawkers are doing an active traffic in 
gramophone discs recording his speeches, and 
commemorative music is being broadcast for 
all the wireless world to hear if it can. 

Politically, Lenin’s death, even in conjunc- 
tion with Trotsky’s illness, is not likely to 
have important effects. It is pointed out 
here that the machinery of Government has 


been run for the past eighteen months with- | 


out Lenin’s active help. Although the pro- 
cess of change which has taken place alike 
in ideals and in Governmental methods may 
be quickened or reduced, according as con- 
EN tendencies prevail, observations 
formed on even a fleeting visit make it 
plain that, whether the fact be palatable or 
not to the outside world, there is not the 
remotest likelihoo@ of any movement from 
within Russia upsetting the present régime. 
The question of the appointment of a 
successor to Lenin, which devolves on the 
Congress of the Union of Soviet Republics, 
now meeting in the Moscow Opera House, is 
arousing only mild interest. It is probable 
that no single successor will be appointed, 
but that the present arrangement of a three- 
member ‘‘ college ' will be continued. 


DISSENSIONS IN RED ARMY. 


WARSAW, Monday. 

A telegram from Moscow reports that great 
unrest prevails in the ranks of the Bolshevist 
Red Army as a consequence of the death of 
Lenin, and ag a result of General Budienny’s 
recent manifesto demanding that the Soviet 
Committee should be purged of foreign in- 
fluences. 

Barracks have become the scene of political 
disruption, and a lack of discipline is mani- 
fest, even in the battalions which have been 
reckoned among the most faithful of the 
Soviet troops. 

This state of affairs, it is added, has 
alarmed the central authorities, who have de- 
cided to deal with the crisis without loss of 
time. They are doing so in the same way 
in which similar crises were dealt with by 
the old régime. Inspected battalions have 
just been transported to the furthermost pro- 
vinces of Siberia, while the garrison of 
Moscow has been reinforced by a detachment 
of troops from the western frontiers.— 
(Reuter.)

ROME, Monday. 

The Grand Assembly of the Fascist Party 
met this evening in the Palazzo di Venezia. 
Seven Ministers, ten Under Secretaries, 
twenty-two Senators and on á Deputies were 
present, as well as the Presidents of the local 
deputations and councils, mayors, newspaper 
directors and representatives of corporations, 
co operative councils and the National 
Militia. 

Sicnor Mussolini said that he would make 
no other speech during the electoral cam- 
paign. The fight beginning this evening 
was exclusively political, and ought in conse- 
quence to be entered upon in al) earnest- 
ress. He was unable to accept the anti- 
thesis that some people wished to create 
between Fascism and Mussolini-ism. Mus- 
golini-ism in reality appeared to be for them a 
way of approach, or a papers, to enable 
them, in the first place, to fight Fascism, and 
in the second place to fight Mussolini himself. 

As a person endowed with political expe- 
rience, he distrusted these Mussolinians; the 
most convinced Anti-Mussolinian was Mus- 
solini himself. 

The Premier denied the statement that he 
was a good dictator, but was surrounded by 
bad councillors by whose evil influence he was 
swaved, and said that it had been shown that 
he was an individual absolutely uninfluenced 
by any soit of pressure. 

LIBERTIES MAINTAINED WHILE 

REFORMS EFFECTD. 

Signor Mussolini then emphasised the fact 
that the Fascist revolution had not been re- 
sponsible for any human sacrifices, and had 
not promulgated any excep‘ ional laws. None 
of the liberties assured to the citizens by the 
Constitution had been suppressed, but natur- 
ally the Government had made use of ite 
powers to prevent license, which Fascism 
would never tolerate. , 

The Government, said the Premier, had lost 
no time reforming the military institutions 
and providing for disabled soldiers. Tt had 
also reorganised the civi] administration, the 

‘schools, the financial and judicial systems, the 
public services and national economy. ‘The 
results of these immense reforms constituted 
a grandiose revolution, and would be realised 
shortly in their effect on Italian hie. 

Signor Mussolini said that his party had 
shown once more by its actions that it knew 
how to separate the action and responsibility 
of the party from the action and responsibility 
of the Government. Fascism and the Govern- 
ment were one, but their duties, and con- 
sequently their responsibilities, were different. 

he. Premier then went on to explain his 
electoral policy, and said that Fascism would 
decisively reject any proposal for an electoral 
and polilical alliance with subversive ele- 
menis. At the same time, Fascism was ready 
to include in the electoral list all men of any 
or no party who, from their past record, might 
be in a position to render useful service to the 
nation. —(Reuter. ) 

Signor Mussolini, in conclusion, said the ad- 
vent to power of the Labour Party in Great 
Britain would not cause any upheaval in the 
world nor even in the British Empire. Mr. 
Ramsay .Macdonald would not effect the 
triumph of Socialism. He would not move 
over to the Left. His warning to the Indian | 
rebela was of extraordinary significance.—

BETTER EDUCATED CADETS 
WANTED. 


The report oí Lord Haldane's Committee 
on the system of entering officers in combatant 
branches of the Army, and to consider 
whether greater economy or efficiency might 
be obtained by later entry and changes in 
the character of instruction, was issued last 
night. 

The Committee’s inquiries resulted in the 
impression being conveyed that public belief 
was that the profession was not one calling 
Jor such high qualities as the sister profession 
of the Navy, and it was consequently neces- 
sary to rene adequate opportunities for an 
a type of entrant, rather than to 
reduce standards. The Committee’s first aim, 
therefore, was to ensure that the supply 
should be drawn from more available sources. 
Primary considerations in this connection were 
the attraction of suitably educated candidates 
before entry, and, while attracting first class 
brains, of securing certain qualities of char- 
acter, of which capacity for leadership was the 
most obvious example. 

The Committee dissents from the su 
that educational advantages might be derived 
from the amalgamating for instruction of 
Woolwich and Sandhurst, pointing out the 
widely differing standards and courses, re- 
spectively, required, and being of the opinion 
that past endeavours to turn out the 
completely trained officer, technically speak- 
ing, in the course of time arrested intellec- 
tual development, and reduced the output of 
officers fit to rise to highest positions. 

The Committee, accepting the conception of 
making the Army career worthy of the best 
intellectual material, make a series of recom- 
mendations accordingly. These include— 
Requirement that all candidates for cadet 
colleges should possess certificates of Oxford 
and Cambridge Joint Board, or its approved 
equivalent; the reconstruction of entrance 
examinations; the provision of scholarships, 
taking the form of pay increments for cadets 
possessing intellectual pre-eminence, and for 
those judged to be the best regimental officers ; 
—s Jniversity scholarships of county 
councils and schools tenable also at military 
colleges, where courses should be revised and 
reduced in length to 18 months; raising the 
age of entry to cadet colleges to 18; and the 
application of the University nomination 
system to the Dominions, including Ireland.

HISTORY OF THE 
NEGOTIATIONS.

CAPE TOWN, Monday. 

The documents relating to the settlement 
which has been reached between the Union 
Government and the (>rman Delegution from 
South-West Africa with reference to the 
naturalisation status of ex-German subjects 
in mandated territories, and also regarding 
the franchise, have been published, . 

The earlier docements comprise & 
memorandum and the correspondence between 
General Smuts and the German Government s 
representatives in London on 23 last. 
The remainder of the documents relate to the 
recent meeting at Cape Town on January 19 
between General Smuts and a deputation of 
Germans from South-West Africa. 

General Smuts, addressing the deputation, 
outlined the position, pointing out that he 
had consulted both the German Government 
and the League of Nations. He referred to 
the resolution of the Council of the League of 
Nations of April 23, which stated “that there 
was no objection to the Unions atom to 
confer British nationality on the Inhabitants 
of South-West Africa, while giving them the 
fight of declining without prejudice. 

Genera] Smutg submitted this memorandum 
and correspondence, and pointed out that the 
memorandum was not subject to amendment 
and did not need. ratification, and that, there- | 
fore, the responsibility rested with the Ger- 
man Government, In a spirit of good-will 
and co-operation, General “muts continued, 
he asked the deputation to join the German 
Government in advising their fellow-German 
citizens in South-West Africa to adopt the 
course proposed. He also invited a discussion 
of their interests, 

The deputation, in a letter of January 25, 
affirmed that the general wish of the popula- 
tion was that South West Africa should not 
be annexed as a fifth province of the Union, 
but. should be a separate State, and that a 
Government should be granted it with the 
right of its own Budget and the election of 
its own Legislative Council. The deputation 
recognised, however, that it was faced with | 
a fait accompli. While not disguising their 
desire to obtain a great deal more than wae 
offered under the agreement, the deputation 
wished to give due regard to the new situa- 
tion, and expressed its thanks for the assur- 
ance that Germans declining to accept 
automatic naturalisation would not experience | 
any difficulty in their social life, and would 
be able to carry on their avocations un- 
hampered.

tion of the concession that at least six months 
would be allowed as the period for considera- 
tion, as also of the number of undertakings 
given by General Smuts, inter alia, that the 
Mandatory provisions would be carried out | 
as far as possible, and that the German mili- 
tary service would not be used outside the 
country. 

In conclusion, the deputation expressed the 
opinion that “the introduction of automatic 
Union naturalisation would not generally 
meet with serious opposition on the part of 
Germans in South West Africa,’’ and trusted 
that the beneficial co-operation of all sections 
on the basis of equal rights and equal respon~ 
sibilities would tend towards the future pro 
gress of the country.—{Reuter.)

STRAW HATS TO BE ADMITTED 


INTO IRELAND, 


The Department of Agriculture and Techni- 
cal Instruction have had under consideration 
the question of modifying their special re- 
strictions in connection with the landing of 
hay and straw from Great Britain in the Free 
Staie. They consider that, whilst precaution- 
ary measures against the extension of the 
disease to this country must be effectively 
maintcined, it is no longer necessary to con- 
trol the importation of straw hats or other 
commodities which are now being admitted 
on licence. 


They have, therefore, made an Order, the 


‘effect of which will be that on and after the 


4th February any articles of millinery or other 
articles. constructed wholly or partly of 
braided, interwoven, or plaited straw can be 
landed in the Free State without a licence 
from them. It should be noted, however, that 
this poets Order does not apply to straw 
envelopes, and that consequently the landing 
of manufactured straw in use, or intended for 
use, as the packing or for the protection of 
botiles continues to be prohibited.

NOTHING TO FEAR. | 


PRESBYTERIANS IN THE FREE 
STATE. 


“* Presbyterianism in the Free State” was 
the subject of an address given last evening 
in the Presbyterian Association House, St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, by Mr. Serjeant 
Hanna, K.C., President of the Association, 
The Rev. Dr. Denham Osborne presided. 

Serjeant Hanna said that the present was 
a very fitting time for those Presbyterians 
who had elected to stay in the Irish Free 
State to survey their position and prospects. 
They had chosen to remain mainly because 
they knew they had nothing to fear, and 
now they were determined to carry on as 
before—as law-abiding, peaceful citizens, 
ready to pull in the boat to their full weight, 
although they were comparatively few in 
num bers. 

They had a heritage to protect, a heritage 
of which they could never be deprived— 
namely, the right to liberty of conscience, 
freedom to worship according to their own 
doctrines, and to govern their Church by 
their own democratic methods, independent 
of the State. These principles would never 
now be impeached. 

On the establishment of the separate areas 
of Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State, 
no thought ever entered the minds of any 
Presbyterians in Ireland to partition the 
Church. They were one and undivided, and 
he hoped soon to see a striking proof of 
their continued unity in the holding of the 
meeting of the General Assembly in their 
midst in Dublin. On that occasion he knew 
all Dublin would give their distinguished 
clerical and lay colleagues from the North 
a welcome such as they never anticipated. 

In the Irish Free State they had between 
59,000 and 40,000 Presbyterians. He had 
arrived at this estimate from the Assembly 
statistics of last year. The value of the 
Church property in the Free State was 
£538,841, and the members of the Church 
contributed in 1923, for Church purposes, 
£46,573. This was a wonderfully good record 
when it was remembered that they were not 
a wealthy community. 

Their relations with their fellow-country- 

men had been continually friendly. In the 
recent political strife they had taken no part, 
but they endeavoured to help in the re- 
awakening of a public spirit opposed to law- 
lessness and destruction. They had no caucus 
or political side to their Association, he was 
glad to say, and they were not exploited for 
any cause. 
_ Concluding, he said that they all believed 
in the future of the Free State, which would 
make good and Big perhaps when others 
were in deep waters. ey believed that in 
carrying on their own traditions they could 
best help the country they all loved. 

Mr, Charles Eason, in congratulating the 
President on his address, said. that Presby- 
terians should heartily assist in solving the 
problems that faced the country in regard 
to housing and such matters. They were 
now part of the Irish nation, and could help 
in everything that meant the good of the 
country. : 

Mr. Sydney Orr said that while he could 
not blame the people of the six counties for 
refusing to come into the Free State, he 
agreed that the Free State Government were 
making an honest attempt to give every 
security and fair play to everyone in the 
Free State, irrespective of religion. 

A cordial vote of thanks to Serjeant Hanna 


for his address brought the proceedings to a

CAPTAIN THE HON. HENRY 


BERESFORD.

PROFESSOR HARTOG. 


News reached Cork yesterday of the death 
at Meudon, near Paris, of Professor Marous 
Hartog. He was a graduate of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and a Doctor of Science 
of London University and the Royal Uni- 
versity of Ireland. For some time he was 
Assistant to the Director, Royal Botanic 
Gardens, Ceylon. 

In 1887 Dr. Hartog was appointed Demon- 
strator, and later Lecturer in Natural His- 
tory at Owens’s College, Manchester. He 
became Professor of Natural History at 
Queen’s College, Cork, in 1882, and in 1909 
was appointed Professor of Zoology in the 
same institution. He held those posts until 
his resignation in 1921. 

The late professor published numerous 
memoirs in zoology, botany, and general bio- 
logical science. He collaborated with Miss 
Mary Hayden in writing “AA Study of Irish 
Dialect of English,’’ 


REV. CANON MURPHY, P.P. 

The death is announced of the Very Rev. 
Canon Patrick Murphy, parish priest of 
Moyne, Thurles, 

The late Canon Murphy, who was 68 years 
of age, had been ill for several months. He 
was ordained at Maynooth in 1880, and acted 
as curate successively in Killenaule, Temple- 
more, and Tipperary. He was appointed 
parish priest of Moyne in 1909, and was 
active in his ministration until a few months 
ago. He was a keen advocate of co-operation 
and .was a staunch friend of the farmers. 


THE REV. JOHN T. REA. 


The death took place at Whitehead, Count 
Antrim, on Sunday last, of the Rev, John 
Rea, aged 74, who for many years was Pastor 
of the Chester avenue Presbyterian Church. 

Mr. Rea was trained. in the McCrea-Magee 
College, Londonderry, and was licensed by the 
Preshytery of Magherafelt. He was ordained 
in 1878 to the Pastorate of Seaforde, County 
Down, and jn the following year went to 
Middletown, Co. Armagh. Two years later he 
was appointed to Moy, Co. Tyrone, where he 
worked for twenty-four years. e then re- 
tired, and lived in Moy for some years. He 
moved to Belfast, and then to Whitehead, 
where he again took up ministerial duties, A 
year ago he had a serious illness, and, on 
medical advice, retired, but continued to take 
an interest in the church. He took the Ser- 
vice there on the Sunday before last 
Christmas. 

Mr. Rea had an intimate knowledge of 
European countries, and was a close student 
of the language and literature of France. He 
resided for a time in Switzerland and in 
France. While he resided in Paris he took a 
keen interest in a Protestant mission there, 
and conducted Services in the French capital.

“Let the British Empire! and the United 
States of America agree not) to supply food, 
ammunition, or money to any nation that is 
at war, or contemplates going to war. Sign 
that agreement and Europe stops warring. 
God help the member of the House of Com- 
mons or of the American Congress who would 
vote against such a compact. Some of the 
nations might carry on for a short time 
on their own food supply, and they 
might buy some munitions from 
France or some other country, but when 
America and Britain refuse to guarantee the 
bills there would soon be an end of that.”

CHILD’S FATAL BURNS. 


DUBLIN CORONER’S SEVERE 


COMMENT. 


“This is one of the most scandalous cases I 
have ever listened to,” remarked the Coroner 
at an inquest at the Dublin Morgue yesterday 
on Josephine Woodward, aged three years, 
who died on Saturday as the result of burns 
received at her mother’s residence, 18 Cork 

treet. 

: The child's mother deposed that she left 
her room at 8.15 a.m. on Saturday to go to 
work. There was nobody in the room except 
her daughter, whom the people in the adjoin- 
ing rooms always looked after while she was 
away. On that particular morning witness 
did not advise her neighbours of her de- 
parture. There was no fire-guard in the room. 

Mrs. Mary Mackey, the child’s grand- 
mother, said that she left the room about mid- 
day, expecting her daughter to arrive home at 
one o'clock, She locked the door and put the 
key beside it. She did not tell anybody to 
look after the child; who had a slight attack 
of influenza, 

Nellie Kavanagh deposed to seeing smoke 
issuing from the room at about 12.50 p.m. 
She heard the child crying for its mother. 
Nobody had been asked to look after it that 
morning. 

Thomas Byrne said that, with the assistance 
of another man, he forced the door, but owing 
to the flames he could not enter the room. He 
sent immediately for the Fire Brigade. 

Evidence was given by Fireman Christopher 
McDonagh, of Thomas street station, who said 
that he had to crawl on his hands and knees 
to get to the child, who was lving on the bed. 
Witness could not say how the fire originated. 

Medical evidence showed that the little girl 
received burns on the head, face, back and 
legs. She died an hour and a half after ad- 
mission to the Meath Hospital from shock 
following extensive burns, 

Addressing the jury, the Coroner, Dr. 
Oswald J. Murphy, commented on the absence 
of a fire-sereen in the room. The case, he con- 
sidered, was a serious one of neglect on the 
part of the child’s relatives. 

The jury recorded a verdict of accidental 
death and exonerated the mother and grand- 
mother from all blame. They commended 
Fireman McDonagh for his bravery and 
promptitude on the occasion.

diagrams. The lecturer then proceeded to dis- 
cuss in mathematical detail the two funda- 
mental parts of reception apparatus, which, 
he said, were oscillatory circuits and the 
three electrode valve. The conditions for 
obtaining resonance and efliciency in the 
oscillatory circuits were given, and the design 
of a cir@€uit for any given wave length was 
described. How the sound waves were re- 
covered from the high frequency radio waves 
by the detector action of the valve was shown, 
and the two methods of anode and grid rectifi- 
cation were described, 

Having exhibited ‘some diagrams of the 
commoner types of receiving circuits, the 
lecturer showed how to work out the strength 
of the received signals from a station 310 miles 
distant. He also showed a circuit which 
could be relied upon to give clear reception 
from such a station under practically any 
atmospheric conditions. Suitable amplifying 
arrangements for producing loud speaking 
from such a station were then shown. 

The lecturer concluded by showing some 
slides of listening-in in action, and one show- 
ing children listening to “ Bedtime Stories,” 
and remarked that anyone who had the 
ES in England or Northern Ireland .of 
istening to the infectious laugh of the 
“Uncles” at Bournemouth would realise 
what a joy this was to the children, and that 
this was one innocent enjoyment prohibited to 
the ordinary children and to the children in 
Dublin hospitals by the apparently ridiculous 
action of the Free State Post Office authorities. 

The audience then. listened-in with tele- 
phones, one of the members remarking:

SOLICITOR’S AFFIDAVIT. 

In an affidavit Mr, P. McGrath, solicitor for 
Captain Eustace, stated that Captain Kustace 
informed him that while motoring with a lady 
friend about 6 p.m. on December 15 to meet a 
friend he was “held up” near Ashley Park by 
two men armed with revolvers, who com- 

elled them to drive to the village of Cool- 

awn, some distance away, where on arrival 
Captain Eustace was forced to dismount from 
his car at the publichouse of Mr. Martin 
Tracey, who admitted them, the lady Dang 
left in the car, with instructicns not to speak 
to anybody. The armed men, who pretended 
to be Excise officers searching for illicit 
liquor, opened a bottle of whiskey, and took 
some of it. When a sergeant of the Civic 
Guard came on the scene the two armed men 
pretended to be superintendents of the Civic 
Guard, and produced a document purporting 
to authorise them to search for liquor. 
They had a drink with the sergeant, and 
then Captain Eustace and the two men got 
into the motor again, one of the men taking 
out a revolver while outside the publichouse. 


armed men, then drove the car to Kilgarvan 
quay, at Lough Derg, where the armed men 
broke into a store, and took a quantity of 
goods, which they put into the car. Captain 
Eustace was compelled to drive the car to the 
village of Puckanne, where he was forced to 
knock up a publican named John Blake, and 
ask for a drink. 

The affidavit described what took place 
afterwards, including an altercation and firing, 
during which Captain Eustace endeavoured to 
prevent Blake from being shot. When a lorry 
containing military arrived the two armed 
men fled, one leaving his revolver in the nos: 
session of Mrs. Blake. , 

Captain Eustace and the lady threw th sun- 
selves on the floor of the publichouse. Tey 
were taken into custody by the Civic Guards 
searched, and brought to Nenagh. The lady 
was discharged on arrival, and Captain 
Eustace was detained. 


MAGISTRATE’S STATEMENT OF THE 

Mr Serjeant Hanna, who, with Mr. H. D. 
Connor, K.C., and Mr. Dockrell (instructed 
by Messrs. Findlater and Co.), appeared 
fcr Captain Eustace, said that his argu- 
ment would be that there was no jurisdic- 
tion by the District Justice to entertain the 
charge; that the order was bad on its face; 
and that the prosecutor was entitled to 
certiorari by reason of certain irregularities 
in the procedure. Counsel read the affidavits of 
Mr. Flood, who stated that Francis K. Kustace 
and Phyllis Cecil Coldwell. were tried before 
him at Nenagh on the 18th December last on 
the: charge ot having unlawfully in their pos- 
session a considerable quantity of stolen pro- 
perty, they well knowing the same to have 
been stolen. The stolen property consisted 
of 240lbs. of bacon, 6 boxes of biscuits, ó 
packets of candles, 2 boxes of soap, 1 box of 
rice, 1 box- of Lux, 6 pots of jam, and a 
quantity of currants and raisins: }t was quite 
untrue that the charge against prisoners was 
not. read out in open court, When the case 
was called. his clerk read .out: the substance 
‘of the charge, and Section 9 of the Public 
Safety (Emergency Powers) Act, 1923, under 
which the prosecution was brought, was read 
at. the same time. Subsequently, during the 
hearing of the case, the solicitor for the ac- 
cused, having made some statement that he 
did not know the exact nature of the charge 
against his clients, he (Mr. Flood) personal 
read out from the order book, word for word, 
the charge as it appeared therein, and as it 
appeared in the certificate of conviction. The 
defendants did not admit their guilt, and ac- 
cordingly’ evidence was called and the case 
proceeded with in the ordinary way. 

Mr. McGrath did not at any time apply for 
an. adjournment, nor did he apply that the 
case should be sent forward for trial, At the 
commencement of the case Mr. McGrath stated 
he did not expect that the case would be dealt 
with by the District Court, and had assumed 
that depositions would be taken and the case 
returned for trial. He pointed out that the 
case was a serious one. and that if the case 
were treated as an indictable one he would 
be able to have the assistance of counsel at 
the trial. Mr. O’Brien, the State. Solicitor, 
stated that the case came within the summary 
provision of Section 9 of the Public Safet

the name. of solvent sureties to. go ‘bail for

NORTHERN. MINISTRY’S

The aim of 
these inspections is to discover in what re- 
spects improvement in methods of. production 
and marketing may be attained, and in every 
case where the butter reaches a consistently 
high standard of excellence to afford market- 
ing advice and assistance to the producer. 
During the summer months the samples 
submitted for inspection consisted of 56lb.

Butter 
which showed an outstanding degree of ex- 
cellence as regards flavour, texture, market- 
able appearance, packing, finish, etc., was 
classed as ‘‘ premium,’ while butter which 
just failed to reach the “ premium ’’ grade in 
one or more particulars, but showed in every 
respect a high degree of merit, was classed as 
“standard. 

Any butter which failed to reach “standard” 
class in any ene particular, even though it 
might be excellent in every respect, was re- 
garded: as “ below standard.” The Ministry 
undertakes to afford those creameries which 
are consistently producing. ‘‘premium’”’ or 
‘standard ’’ butter advice and assistance in 
the marketing of their produce.

judgment of Mr. Justice Astbury, setting 
anda the service out of the jurisdiction on Mr. 
P L. Smyth, of Talbot street, Dublin, of a 
writ for £2,909 by the Trustee.in Bankruptcy 
of Henry Rothfield. against Wright, trading 
as T. Wright and Co. The matter came up 
on appeal by the Trustee in Bankruptcy. 

Mr. Clayton, K.C., for the trustee, said 
that Mr. Justice Astbury set aside the ser- 
vice of writ on the ground that Mr. P. L. 
Smyth was not the defendant. His case was 
that T. Wright was a misnomer, and that 
the proceedings to set aside the service were 
misconceived. The plaintiff was appointed 
Trustee in Bankruptcy of Rothfield in June, 
1922. It came to bis knowledge about a year 
later that Rothfield had been backing horses$ 
and had lost £2,909 to the defendant, which 
he paid by six chequés. Four cheques for 
an aggregate of £2,078 were drawn in favour 
of “T. Wright, Esq.,” and endorsed ap- 
parently in the same handwriting by 
Wright and P. L. Smyth. Of the other two, 
one for £30 was drawn in favour of P. L. 
Smythe and endorsed P. L. Smythe. , The 
other was made payable ‘‘-cash or order,” and 
was endorsed P, L, Smyth, but in pencil on 
the left-hand corner of the cheque‘‘T. Wright ' 
was written. In October, 1923, an order 
was made for service out of the jurisdiction on 
T Wright at Talbot street, Dublin. At the 
time of the bets the firm of bookmakers had 
an address in Oxford street, London, but that 
had sincé been given up. Under the order of 
October, 1923, the wmt was served on P. L. 
Smyth, who entered a conditional appearance, 
and moved, before Mr. Justice Astbury, to 
set the service of the writ aside. In sup- 
port of that application P .L. Smyth made an 
affidavit. to the effect that he was not T. 
Wright, and never traded as T. Wright and 
Co., ‘but there was no question that he 
signed “T. Wright” on the hack of the 
cheque made payable to T. Wright. 

Mr. Neilson, K.C. (for Mr. Smyth)—There 
is no. evidence of that. ! 

Mr. Clayton, proceeding. said there was 
also an: affidavit by Smyth’s solicitor thav 
Smyth was not T. Wright, but that Thomas 
Wright. was at one time associated in busi- 
ness with Smyth. Cheques signed by Smyth 
were produced, and apparently the signatures 
were not the same as thé endorsements on the 
six Rothfield cheques ,but thére was no sug: 
gestion. that Smyth had fot’ received the 
money. : 

The ‘Master of the Rolls, giving judgment. 
said that the trustee might. be advised to 
amend his proceedings and still bring the 
issue to trial. It. was by no means clear 
that’ at some time or other Mr. Smyth and 
Mr. Wright were not engaced in brsiness 
together; and it might. be that Mr. Smyth 
had a close interest in the bets which re- 
enited in the payment,of the moneys now in 
dispute. But the nlaintiff- had obtainea 
leave to serve out of the jurisdiction and ser- 
vice on Mr. Smvth was’ not the’ service for 
which he had obtained leave. Mr. Justice 
Astbury’s order was. right.

Con- 
sequently, how anyone could expect any busi- 
ness to be done on that svstem was more than 
he could understand. He always held that 
there was a considerable amount of work to be 
done on the Shannon in the way of introdne- 
tion of power, but that should not be de- 
veloped to the detriment of navigation, 

BOG RECLAMATION. 
Nothing had been done in regard to the 
reclamation and drainage of bogs, althouch, 
in connection with the development of water- 
ways, that was a most important work. 

Mr. Tweedy mentioned that the total cost 
of the Commission's recommendations would 
be only £472,000. The suggestion of national- 
isation, he said, always sent a shiver through 
people; the idea was repugnant to every- 
body, but nobody could give an intellicent 
reason for the repugnance, except, perhaps, 
that somehady else had disapproved of it. 

Mr. Phillips, general director of the Grand 
Canal Company, criticised the Commission’s 
recommendation of State purchase.

Some shareholders there present 
might remember the time when Me Murphy 
was co-oped to a seat on the Board in the 
room of his father, who had occupied the 
position of chairman up to the date of his 
death in 1894. Since that time the bank had 
had the benefit of Mr. Murphy's wide and 
varied experience, which was of great assist- 
ance to his colleagues and keenly appreciated 
by them. The vacant seat on the Board had 
been filled by the co-option of Mr. Charles 
Hugh O’Conor, whose experience and intimate 
knowledge of the country: and its affairs would 
undoubtedly be advantageous to the bank. 

THE DECREASE IN DEPOSITS, 

Turning to the statement of accounts, the 
Chairman pointed out that a further decfease, 
amounting to almost one million sterling, had 


j taken place in the deposits during the past 


six months, following on a decrease of 
£850,000 in the preceding six months. This 
course of business during the half-year was 
fully anticipated, and had been experienced 
by all the Irish banks. -To meet these with- 
drawals investments had been realised to a 
corresponding extent.

Some 
of his friends had been sending money across 
the water and to the North of Ireland to get 
bigger interest on their money” The jn- 
dustrial people of the country, when thev 
needed loans, should be helped and protected 
in every possible way, and 6 per cent. was 
too high a rate to charge them for accom- 
modation. 

Mr. P. W. Corrigan supported the sugges 
tion of Mr. Courtney that the amount of 
paid-up capital should be increased by the 
transfer of £500,000 from the reserve fund. 

Mr. J. A, O'Connell said that the Irish 
banks had good reasons for fixing the rates 
of interest allowed and charged at the rates 
which had been criticised, and there was not 
a true analogy between their conditions and 
those of the English banks. 

The Chairman said that the directors would 
consider the points which had been raised.
